The  town  was  shocked  on  March  30,  1952,  by  the  sud- 
den death  of  Newell  P.  Harden,  He  was  born  on  January 
30,  1880,  the  son  of  the  late  John  T.  Harden  and  Fannie 
(Brown)  Harden. 

Hr.  Harden  was  elected  selectman  in  Harch,  1907,  and 
served  until  his  death,  with  the  exception  of  the  years 
1911  and  1912.  He  also  served  as  Hoderator  from  No- 
vember, 1908,  until  January,  1952. 

No  man  took  a  greater  interest  in  the  business  of  the 
town  than  Hr.  Harden.  The  firm  financial  position  of 
the  town  of  Rye  stands  as  a  tribute  to  his  sound  judg- 
ment and  wise  management 

Hr.  Ernest  A.  Tucker,  a  former  town  official,  died  Jan- 
uary 6,  1953. 

Hr.  Tucker  took  great  interest  in  the  welfare  and 
betterment  of  the  town.  He  was  Fire  Warden  from 
1920  to  1930,  Election  officer  from  1932  to  1950,  Repre- 
sentative to  the  General  Court  from  1939  to  1947,  and 
Building  Inspector  from  1942  to  1946.  His  death  will  be 
felt  greatly  by  those  who  knew  and  worked  with  him. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Rye  for  their  assist- 
ance and  cooperation  during  the  past  year. 

Our  special  thanks  go  to  Judge  Thomas  H.  Simes  of 
Portsmouth  for  his  advice  and  legal  services.  Hr.  Simes 
has  been  legal  advisor  to  the  town  of  Rye  for  over  50 
years,  and  we  hope  he  will  continue  to  serve  in  that  ca- 
pacity for  many  more  years  to  come.

Rye  Volunteer  Fire  Department 


A  report  on  the  activity  of  your  Fire  Department  for 
the  past  year  justly  has  in  it  the  cause  of  the  fires  and 
suggestions  to  prevent  the  occurrence  of  similar  fires  in 
the  future. 

The  Department  responded  to  40  calls,  including  eight 
out-of-town,  Portsmouth,  Greenland  and  North  Hamp- 
ton; also  three  requests  for  oxygen  resuscitation. 

Six  house  fires,  one,  the  total  loss  of  an  unoccupied 
one-story  summer  home,  cause  not  know^n. 

One  caused  by  a  lightning  surge,  shorting  a  wall  light 
fixture  causing  little  damage.  A  check  on  the  proper 
ground  of  your  electric  light  service  may  prevent  such 
a  fire. 

One  in  a  water  pump,  like  the  one  above,  thought  to 
be  caused  by  a  lightning  surge  several  days  before. 

One,  said  to  be  caused  by  faulty  so-called  BX  cable, 
this  type  of  wiring  is  not  allowed  in  some  states,  there 
was  no  one  living  in  the  house,  and  the  fire  did  much 
damage. 

One  home  fire  was  caused  by  smoking  in  bed,  the  bed 
burned,  the  house  smoked  up.    Do  NOT  smoke  in  bed. 

One  fire  from  a  faulty  gasoline  stove,  resulting  in 
small  loss,  like  the  range  burner,  they  must  be  clean. 

Two  automobile  fires,  one  the  result  of  a  short  circuit 
of  the  battery  cable,  correct  insulation  will  prevent  this. 
The  other  was  doubtlessly  caused  by  a  cigarette.  A 
burning  cigarette  will  sometimes  blow  into  the  back  of 
the  automobile  if  the  rear  side  window  is  open.  The 
result  was  a  badly  burned  back  seat.  There  is  a  state 
law  that  tells  us  we  should  not  throw  burning  cigarettes 
out  of  an  automobile. 

Three  oil  burner  fires,  not  of  the  gun  type,  but  the 
kitchen  range  type,  the  source  of  so  many  home  fires, 
and  the  cause  of  death  to  entire  families.  A  child  opened 
the  valve  and  flooded  one  burner,  the  other  two  were 
from  poor  adjustment.  Fortunately,  no  great  loss  was 
involved. 

I  cannot  say  enough  regarding  the  care  of  this  type 
of  burner.  Keep  them  clean.  Do  not  adjust  them  un- 
less you  know  what  you  are  doing,  call  your  oil  burner 
trouble  man,  he  should  know  the  answer.  If  a  fire  starts 
and  you  can  safely  close  the  oil  supply,  do  so,  but  the 
records  show  that  many  of  these  range  burner  fires  start 
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during  the  night.  The  room  is  soon  ablaze,  the  oxygen 
is  soon  exhaused,  and  the  occupants  of  the  house  are 
unconscious. 

Your  Fire  Department  has  some  control  over  the  pow- 
er type  of  oil  burner  through  the  state  law.  Your  oil 
burner  is  inspected,  if  correctly  installed,  it  is  approved, 
but  the  power  oil  burner  is  rarely  the  source  of  a  fire. 
We  have  no  control  over  the  range  burner  type ;  it  is  up 
to  you. 

The  Rye  Volunteer  Fire  Department  assisted  Ports- 
mouth at  four  fires,  Greenland  at  two,  and  North  Hamp- 
ton at  two. 

We  asked  Portsmouth  to  assist  us  at  two  fires  and 
they  responded  to  five  calls  in  the  section  of  Rye  served 
by  the  Portsmouth  Telephone  Exchange.  We  are  for- 
tunate in  having  a  good  neighbor. 

Three  chimney  fires,  correct  chimney  elevation  and 
draft  plus  generous  cleaning  will  help. 

One  tree  fire  caused  by  contact  with  electric  power 
line.  Should  you  discover  a  fire  of  this  nature,  please 
call  the  New  Hampshire  Electric  Co.  in  Portsmouth, 
first.  Tell  them  where  the  burning  tree  is  located,  then 
call  Rye  Beach  35,  because  such  a  fire  can  cause  a 
ground  fire  from  the  sparks  falling  from  the  tree. 

The  woods  and  grass  fires  were  largely  due  to  care- 
lessness or  to  deliberate  setting.  Nature  is  limited  in 
its  power  to  start  fires  but  man  is  not. 

The  Field  Day  held  by  the  Rye  Volunteer  Fire  De- 
partment made  it  possible,  through  your  generosity,  to 
buy  an  Emerson  portable  Resusciator  at  the  cost  of 
$645.  Since  we  acquired  it  we  have  responded  to  three 
calls  for  its  use  in  cases  of  serious  illness,  and  we  are 
pleased  that  by  having  this  resusitator  a  life  was  saved. 

All  of  the  foregoing  calls  to  the  Fire  Department  de- 
pended upon  the  alertness  of  the  telephone  operators  in 
the  Rye  Beach  Exchange.    We  gratefully  thank  them. 

BABY  SITTERS— You  ask  your  neighbor's  daugh- 
ter to  come  in  and  spend  the  evening  with  your  one,  two 
or  three  children.  She  puts  them  to  bed.  She  reads, 
listens  to  the  radio  or  watches  TV.  You  are  to  be  home, 
say,  at  12.30. 

In  case  of  fire  does  this  young  lady  know  what  to  do  ? 
Does  she  know  where  the  telephone  is,  and  that  she 
should  call  the  Fire  Department  at  Rye  Beach  35?  If 
it  is  a  small  fire,  does  she  know  where  the  extinguishers 
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are  and  how  to  use  them,  where  the  garden  hose  is  or 
even  just  a  water  pail?  Does  she  know  that  upon  leav- 
ing the  house  that  she  should  close  all  windows  and 
doors  if  possible,  waiting  the  arrival  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment? Does  she  know  that  first  she  should  get  the 
children  out  of  the  house,  even  if  she  has  to  take  them 
to  a  neighbor  before  she  attempts  to  call  the  Fire  De- 
partment? A  house  is  expendable,  but  a  child's  life  is 
not. 

To  our  many  new  residents.  I  wish  to  call  their  at- 
tention to  a  request  I  have  made  in  past  reports.  When 
.reporting  a  fire,  please  give  name,  character  of  fire 
(chimney,  automobile,  etc.),  location  as  to  road^  which 
end  of  road  (example :  below  Rye  Center  on  Washington 
Eoad) ,  or  near  some  store,  garage  or  the  home  of  a  long 
time  resident.  We  may  not  know  you  or  where  your 
home  is  so  we  have  to  locate  the  fire  in  this  manner.  If 
a  person  is  available  and  they  can  go  out  to  the  side  of 
the  road  to  wave  down  the  fire  apparatus,  it  can  save 
very  valuable  minutes  in  direct  location  of  the  fire  for 
all  fires  that  are  not  visible  from  the  highway. 

So  much  for  the  year,  1952,  as  foir  year  1953  and  to 
succeeding  years,  we  face  a  growing  demand  upon  all 
the  departments  of  our  town,  Schools,  Police,  Highway, 
and  Fire  Departments  through  the  fast  increase  of  our 
population,  and  this  means  more  homes. 

Viewing  this  picture  from  the  Fire  Department's 
position,  I  believe  that  congested  home  areas  demand 
more  equipment  and  men  for  their  protection  than  the 
isolated  house.  A  central  fire  station  at  Rye  Center, 
ample  in  size,  to  provide  for  the  future  is  needed.  A 
brick  building  that  we  can  be  proud  of,  as  we  are  of  our 
library  and  central  school.  A  building  such  as  this, 
with  the  proper  equipment,  might  cost  in  excess  of  $50,- 
000.00,  but  it  can  pay  for  itself  in  just  one  fire  through 
the  organization  and  the  equipment  it  represents. 

The  Fire  Department  has  operated  on  a  budget  of 
$4,000.00.  It  cannot  operate  on  this  amount  in  1953 
or  in  any  year  to  come. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Rye  Volunteer 
Fire  Department  for  their  generous  cooperation  and 
esprit  de  corps.

Librarian's  Report 


The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Rye  Library  for 
the  year  1952 : 

This  year  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  Library,  Cir- 
culation of  books  for  the  last  three  years  was  as  fol- 
lows : 

1950  —     7,500  books 

1951  —     9,500  books 

1952  —  14,000  books 

About  630  volumes  were  added  during  the  year.. 
Because  of  the  increased  circulation  there  is  a  great 
need  for  more  books  than  we  can  afford  to  buy.  There 
has  been  a  much  greater  interest  among  the  children 
in  taking  out  books  and  from  September  on  a  greater 
demand  among  the  teen-age  group.  This  is  gratifying, 
since  last  year  this  group  showed  little  interest. 

During  the  summer  months  we  were  extremely  busy 
with  a  large  circulation  of  books  among  the  summer 
people.  For  two  months  Miss  Cynthia  Varrell  helped 
out  very  efficiently  and  faithfully  during  the  closing 
hour  of  the  Library  days. 

The  State  Bookmobile  pays  regular  visits  now  to 
the  Library  and  books  are  drawn  from  it  for  six  of 
the  Rye  teachers  and  the  Library  as  well  (about  100 
books  each  time).  Several  of  the  Rye  teachers  have 
also  been  taking  out  large  numbers  of  Rye  Library 
books  for  their  classes.  We  could  use  more  books  this 
way  if  we  had  them. 

Up  to  the  end  of  April,  Miss  Dorothy  Binmore  alone 
conducted  the  story  hour  for  children,  ages  four  to 
seven,  and  did  an  outstanding  job  of  it.  The  average 
attendance  was  20.  The  story  hour  was  resumed  in 
October,  sponsored  by  the  Junior  Woman's  Club  of 
Rye.  Up  to  the  end  of  the  year,  average  attendance 
has  been  18. 

The  Every  Other  Tuesday  Club  (Women's  club) 
has  inaugurated  a  story  hour,  also,  for  children  ages 
eight  to  ten.    Attendance  at  first  was  not  as  big  as  the 
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primary  group,  but  interest  is  growing  with  each  meet- 
ing and  it  is  expected  that  there  will  be  a  larger  at- 
tendance in  the  coming  year. 

On  December  17th  a  Christmas  party,  primarily  for 
the  story  hour  groups,  was  given  by  the  Woman's 
Club  at  the  Library.  A  delightful  puppet  show  in  six 
acts  called  "In  the  Great  Walled  Country"  was  the  first 
thing  on  the  program.  This  was  staged  by  Mrs.  Ed- 
ward Herlihy  and  Mrs.  Carl  Haglund  and  done  in  a 
most  professional  manner,  and  received  with  great  en- 
thusiasm and  delight  by  the  children.  Ice  cream  and 
Christmas  cookies  were  served  after  the  puppet  show. 
About  fifty-six  children  and  ten  adults  attended. 

The  Every  Other  Tuesday  Club  donated  $10.00 
towards  books  for  the  Library  and  the  following  people 
have  been  most  generous  in  donating  books  and  mag- 
azines :

Report  of  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds 


To  The  Citizens  of  Rye  : 

There  have  been  10  Cemetery  funds  aggregating 
$2,050  established  during  the  past  year,  also  $400  add- 
ed to  the  principal  of  the  Alfred  Seavey  Fund  No.  52, 
raising  the  same  to  $601. 

The  Trustees  invested  an  additional  $2,500  from  the 
Dalton  Fund  and  $500  from  individual  Trust  Funds  in 
Town  Notes. 

We  were  advised  that  it  is  usually  considered  a  con- 
servative practice  to  hold  around  50  per  cent  of  Trust 
Funds  in  bonds  and  for  this  reason,  sold  a  part  of  the 
holdings  of  American  Business  Shares;  National  In- 
vestors ;  Public  National  Bank  and  Trust  Co.  and  Irving 
Trust  Co.  and  re-invested  in  American  Tel  and  Tel.  Co. 
3%  Bonds  of  1973;  Detroit  Edison  Co.  3%'s  of  1976; 
Ohio  Power  Co.  33/8's  of  1981 ;  American  Tobacco  3i^'s 
of  1977  and  also  purchased  40  shares  Insurance  Co.  of 
North  America.  This  change  of  Investments  affected 
the  income  for  this  year  as  interest  payments  were 
made  on  different  dates. 

The  Trustees  sold  a  100-ft.  parcel  of  land  of  the  Dal- 
ton Fund  property  on  Long  John  Road  to  Urban  A. 
Beane  for  $150.  This  land  adjoined  property  of  Mr. 
Beane's  and  he  is  to  drain  the  same  thereby  improving 
the  remaining  property  held  by  the  Trust  Fund.

School  Board  Report 


Your  School  Board  respectfully  submits  the  following 
rejyort: 

For  several  years  the  State  Board  of  Education  has 
urged  the  School  Board  to  set  up  a  "Salary  Schedule  for 
Teachers"  based  on  a  minimum  starting  salary  plus 
credit  for  experience,  plus  credit  for  tenure  in  our 
school  system,  plus  credit  for  a  bachelor's  degree  in  edu- 
cation or  a  master's  degree  in  education,  with  an  annual 
increment  in  pay  until  they  reach  their  particular  maxi- 
mum salary,  which  would  be  determined  by  whether  the 
teacher  had  "no  degree,"  a  "B.A.  degree"  or  an  "A.M. 
degree"  in  education.  In  the  past,  your  School  Board 
has  felt  that  the  people  in  Rye  should  not  be  asked  to 
assume  this  additional  burden.  Instead  the  teachers 
were  given  an  annual  increment  in  pay  plus  a  generous 
amount  to  cover  increased  cost  of  living.  The  time  has 
now  come  to  the  point  where,  if  we  wish  to  keep  our 
present  corps  of  teachers,  we  must  establish  a  salary 
schedule.  Accordingly,  this  year's  budget  is  set-up  to 
make  up  half  of  the  difference  between  their  present  sal- 
ary and  their  normal  position  on  the  schedule,  so  that 
at  the  end  of  two  years  each  teacher  would  be  paid  ac- 
cording to  her  or  his  position  on  the  established  salary 
schedule. 

The  School  Board  has  received  notification  from  the 
City  of  Portsmouth  that  the  tuition  rate  for  next  year 
will  be  $250.00  per  pupil.  According  to  our  present  en- 
rollment figures  we  expect  to  have  115  tuition  pupils 
next  year,  this  means  a  sizable  increase  in  our  budget. 

According  to  a  vote  passed  at  the  last  annual  School 
District  Meeting  all  employees  of  the  district  are  now 
covered  by  social  security,  except  teachers  and  superin- 
tendent who  already  belong  to  a  retirement  system. 

We  have  only  one  replacement  in  our  teaching  staff 
this  year.  Mrs.  Boothby  was  selected  to  replace  Mrs. 
Ackerman  after  her  resignation.  Our  school  nurse  now 
is  Mrs.  Yavarosky,  who  replaced  Mrs.  Lindsey  after  she 
was  forced  to  resign  due  to  ill  health.  (Mrs.  Lindsey 
has  since  deceased).  So  far  this  year  Mr.  Gillmore  has 
been  unable  to  replace  our  art  teacher,  Mrs.  Wholey, 
who  resigned. 
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The  state  law  now  requires  all  pupils  entering  Grade 
I  to  present  birth  certificates. 

This  year  additional  bus  service  is  being  provided 
for  the  eastern  section  of  the  town,  while  larger  capaci- 
ty buses  are  provided  for  the  western  and  southern  sec- 
tions. 

In  June  invitations  for  bids  were  sent  out  to  paint 
contractors  in  this  area  to  refinish  and  repaint  the  audi- 
torium, four  toilet  rooms,  miscellaneous  trimmings 
around  blackboards,  etc.,  and  the  fire  escape.  Two  bids 
were  received,  one  from  Mr.  Maynard  Young,  Jr.,  of 
Rye  for  $995.00  (this  one  did  not  include  the  fire  es- 
cape) ,  one  from  Mr.  Eugene  Moaratty  of  Hampton  for 
$545.00  (this  one  did  not  include  the  ceilings  in  the  toi- 
let rooms) .  Mr.  Moaratty  was  awarded  the  contract 
and  did  an  excellent  job. 

In  compliance  with  your  wishes  the  school  is  now 
supplied  with  water  by  the  Rye  Water  District.  In  case 
of  failure  of  this  source  of  supply  our  old  system  can  be 
immediately  turned  on. 

Wire  inserted  safety  glass  has  now  been  installed  in 
the  lower  panels  of  all  windows  and  doors  in  all  the  cor- 
ridors and  hallways  in  the  school.  The  School  Board 
has  also  procured  public  liability  insurance  for  the 
school  building  and  grounds. 

All  the  old  playground  equipment  has  been  over- 
hauled and  repaired  which  meant  replacing  all  chain 
and  fittings  on  the  swings  and  most  of  the  planks  on  the 
teeters. 

New  equipment  has  been  a  big  item  this  year  to  ful- 
fill the  needs  of  our  increased  enrollment.  The  list  in- 
cludes two  sewing  machines,  a  duplicating  machine,  a 
power  jig  saw,  a  small  lathe,  40  new  desks  and  a  large 
capacity  refrigerator.  The  refrigerator  was  partly 
paid  for  by  funds  from  the  state  lunch  program  and  the 
balance  from  the  district's  funds. 

This  School  District  has  joined  with  all  the  other 
districts  in  this  supervisory  union  in  establishing  a  li- 
brary of  visual  aid  films.  Each  district  owns  its  own 
projector  and  the  films  are  rotated  from  school  to  school 
by  the  superintendent.  This  is  proving  very  beneficial 
to  our  teaching  program. 

The  School  Board  is  sorry  to  report  that  the  district 
has  been  billed  this  year  by  the  federal  government  for 
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a  small  per  cent  of  the  federal  aid  money  that  we  re- 
ceived last  year.  The  government  told  us  that  this  be- 
came necessary  because  they  overexpended  the  amount 
that  was  allocated  for  this  purpose.  We  hope  that  in 
the  near  future  we  will  again  become  eligible,  through 
legislation,  to  receive  federal  aid  monies. 

The  School  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  Professional 
Business  Women  for  presenting  to  the  school  a  merry- 
go-round  for  the  playground.  We  wish  to  thank  the 
P.-T.A.  for  their  contributions  to  the  playground  equip- 
ment and  to  the  book  fund,  also  for  their  continued  in- 
terest and  participation  in  our  school  programs.  We 
also  wish  to  thank  the  E.  0.  T.  Club  for  their  donation 
of  the  graduation  awards.  These  gifts  add  to  the  pleas- 
ures of  our  young  people  and  are  greatly  appreciated.

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Board  fo  Rye: 

I  herewith  present  to  you  my  23d  report  as  superin- 
tendent of  your  schools.  The  current  year  began  on 
Wednesday,  September  3,  1952,  with  an  initial  enroll- 
ment of  308.  This  compares  with  last  year's  figure  of 
263.  September,  1950,  showed  an  enrollment  of  254. 
Late  registrations  bring  the  enrollment  to  321  on  Jan- 
uary 15,  1953.  An  analysis  of  the  enrollment  figures 
for  September  show  that  we  must  expect  a  continually 
enlarging  enrollment.  The  four  lower  grades  show  a 
total  of  182,  while  the  four  upper  grades  enroll  126. 
During  the  next  four  years,  we  shall  graduate  classes 
averaging  approximately  32,  while  the  entering  classes 
will  number  45  to  50.  This  will  mean  in  the  near  future 
additions  to  the  teaching  staff  of  one  or  possibly  two 
members. 

With  the  exception  of  one  teacher,  the  Rye  school 
has  the  same  staff  as  in  the  previous  year.  Mrs.  Oliver 
Akerman  resigned  to  accept  a  position  in  a  neighboring 
town.  Mrs.  Lois  Boothby  was  secured  by  the  district  to 
teach  parts  of  grades  three  and  four.  She  is  a  gradu- 
ate of  Keene  Teachers  College  in  1941.  She  has  taught 
in  Enfield,  Portsmouth,  and  Tamworth,  New  Hamp- 
shire, with  special  summer  work  at  Columbia  Universi- 
ty. She  is  well  prepared  for  the  position  which  she 
holds. 

The  Rye  School  Board  has  taken  a  step  in  advance 
by  the  adoption  of  a  salary  schedule.  Because  of  this, 
it  is  possible  for  our  teachers  to  know  what  they  may 
expect  during  the  future  years  with  us.  A  salary  sched- 
ule is  a  definite  aid  in  securing  new  or  additional  teach- 
ers. We  have  an  excellent  staff  of  teachers  and  wish  to 
do  everything  we  can  to  retain  each  one  of  them. 

It  is  my  belief  that  the  teaching  staff  of  Rye  is  doing 
outstanding  work.  As  a  group  they  are  working  along 
parallel  lines  toward  definite  objectives.  Our  principal 
works  well  with  his  teachers  and  in  return  receives  their 
cooperation  and  support.  The  work  of  each  teacher 
aids  that  of  the  entire  staff. 

Because  of  the  large  enrollment  in  grade  seven,  it 
was  found  necessary  to  divide  this  group.    While  these

two  groups  cover  essentially  the  same  ground,  we  have 
attempted  to  make  varying  approaches  to  the  content 
of  the  course.  It  would  seem  that  these  two  grades 
must  be  divided  likewise  next  year.  This  division  seems 
to  be  well  worth  continuing,  since  the  individual  inter- 
ests of  the  pupil  can  be  to  a  greater  degree  the  moti- 
vating force  behind  the  work  of  the  class.  I  am  recom- 
mending that  this  division  be  continued. 

The  school  district  of  Rye  should  return  to  its  for- 
mer custom  of  employing  a  remedial  teacher.  It  is  rec- 
ognized that  on  the  average  10  per  cent  of  the  pupils  in 
the  average  school  will  require  remedial  work.  Rye  at 
the  present  time  does  not  offer  this  service.  It  has  been 
suggested  that  a  remedial  teacher  be  hired  in  conjunc- 
tion with  another  town.  While  this  might  be  better 
than  no  service  at  all,  a  school  with  an  enrollment  of 
300  could  not  completely  fulfill  its  obligations  with  a 
part-time  teacher.  Let's  give  this  matter  serious  con- 
sideration. 

The  Rye  school  has  a  staff  of  11  regular  full-time 
teachers.  This  gives  a  teacher  load  of  approximately 
28.  The  maximum  pupil  load  recommended  by  the  Na- 
tional Education  Association  is  25.  The  smaller  the 
pupil  load,  within  reason,  the  more  effective  would  be 
the  work  of  the  teacher.  The  number  of  pupils  in  your 
school  is  continually  increasing.  For  this  reason,  if  for 
no  other,  the  staff  must  definitely  be  increased  in  the 
near  future. 

The  impact  of  the  Portsmouth,  Newington  Air  Base 
upon  Rye  is  uncertain.  Statistics  prepared  by  the  State 
Planning  and  Development  Commission  with  the  coop- 
eration of  the  Seacoast  Regional  Development  Commis- 
sion prophesy  an  increased  pupil  enrollment  of  4,400 
for  the  area.  How  much  this  increase  will  affect  each 
school  district  cannot  be  determined,  but  this  situation 
must  be  kept  in  mind  in  planning  for  the  future. 

During  the  past  year  Rye  received  aid  from  the  fed- 
eral government  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  chil- 
dren whose  parents  work  in  the  Naval  Base.  This  was 
reported  in  last  year's  town  report.  At  the  present 
time,  however,  no  New  Hampshire  town  is  eligible  for 
new  aid  unless  the  children  live  on  the  base  and  attend 
New  Hampshire  schools.  However,  a  bill  is  to  be  in- 
troduced in  Congress  during  this  session  which  will  cor- 
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rect  this  situation.  Application  will  be  sent  to  the  Fed- 
eral Security  Agency  soon  so  that  aid  may  be  received 
if  and  when  the  new  bill  becomes  law. 

During  the  current  year  the  Zaner  Blozzier  method 
in  handwriting  was  introduced  into  the  Rye  schools. 
This  gives  a  uniform  method  throughout  the  eight  years 
of  the  program  and  is  to  be  commended  for  that  reason ; 
however,  an  instructor  for  a  definite  course  visiting  this 
school  periodically  for  checks  and  for  motivation  is  a 
definite  help.  The  Rhinehart  method  is  a  part  of  the 
regular  school  system  in  use  in  the  larger  school  dis- 
tricts of  New  England  as  well  as  in  smaller  units.  This 
is  a  practical  method  of  instruction  clearly  delineated 
by  representatives  from  the  head  office  who  visit  each 
school  once  a  month  during  the  school  year.  Wherever 
this  course  has  been  introduced,  definite  improvement  is 
noted  in  all  school  handwriting. 

Your  lunch  program  is  outstanding  among  the  New 
Hampshire  programs.  Its  administration  is  orderly 
and  efficient.  The  meals  are  adequate  and  attractive. 
Other  towns  are  visiting  your  school  to  secure  sugges- 
tions which  they  take  back  to  their  own  units.  Finan- 
cially the  program  is  strong.  The  records  are  accurate- 
ly kept ;  the  checks  from  the  federal  government  are  re- 
ceived regularly  as  a  result  of  these  records. 

The  ParentTeacher  Association  in  Rye  is  an  active 
group  interested  in  its  school  and  instrumental  in  its 
welfare.  Continued  interest  on  the  part  of  the  associa- 
tion is  an  additional  guarantee  of  the  success  of  the  Rye 
school. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  you  as  a  board 
for  your  work  in  behalf  of  the  schools  of  the  district. 
The  teachers  have,  without  exception,  been  cooperative 
and  helpful.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  visit  your  schools  and 
to  be  welcomed  by  the  pupils  there.  The  schools,  after 
all,  belong  to  the  pupils.    I  am  proud  of  their  attitude.

Hot  Lunch  Report 


The  Hot  Lunch  Program  of  the  Rye  School  opened 
the  last  week  of  September  1952,  with  274  children  tak- 
ing lunches. 

The  cost  of  the  meal  this  year  is  the  same  as  last 
year,  $1.00  a  week  or  75  cents  each  for  three  children  in 
the  same  family. 

The  federal  government  still  contributes  six  cents 
per  child  per  meal  besides  sending  food  to  our  program. 
This  fall  we  have  had  free  turkeys,  hams  and  bacon. 

There  are  three  volunteer  helpers  in  the  kitchen  each 
day.  This  year  it  is  sponsored  by  the  room  mothers  of 
the  school  and  is  working  out  fine. 

During  the  school  year  of  1951-1952  the  program 
served  37,252  children  and  1,259  teachers.

Report  of  School  Physician  —  1952 


The  annual  examination  of  grades  two  and  six  was 
not  done  in  the  1952  fall  term  but  will  be  done  in  the 
1953  winter  or  spring  term..  There  was  so  much  ab- 
senteeism in  the  late  fall  due  to  the  chicken  pox  visita- 
tion that  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  postpone  the  ex- 
amination. I  spent  a  short  time  each  morning  during 
the  two  weeks  following  the  Thanksgiving  holiday  in- 
specting returnees  from  the  chicken  pox  holiday. 

The  pre-school  roundup  was  held  in  May  under  the 
sponsorship  of  the  Rye  Parent-Teacher  Association 
.with  a  very  good  turnout.  The  health  of  the  Rye  chil- 
dren continues  to  be  excellent  and  the  few  minor  defects 
were  referred  to  the  parents  concerned  with  very  ex- 
cellent cooperation  and  results.
